Referring to the reason 
why he left Pretoria, Mr. Krugerjsaid: 

“T was not foolish enough to be tak- 
en prisoner; I provided this means of 
ldxsomotion precisely for the same rea- 
£02 as our burghers supply themselves 
with horses when they take the field. 
It is necessary that I should be able 
to move quickly from place to place, 
that is all. By and by this car will 
teke me back to Pretoria. For the 
tresent it enables me to keep away 
from Pretoria where I could be of no 
service and where I should only play 
into the hands of the enemy.” 

“They say, Mr. Kruger,” remarked 
the correspondent, “that you have 
brought with you guif to the amount 
of £2,006,000 ?” 

“It is not true,” replied the Presi- 
dent; “whatever military resources I 
may have with me are simply those 
which we require for state purposes. 
At the same time I am not going’ to 
tell youi where our treasure is. Let 
Lord Roberts find it if he can.” 

“They also say,’ continued the cor- 
respondent. “that you contemplate tak- 
ing reiuge on a Dutch man-of-war at 
Lorenzo Marques.” 

“That again is a lie,” retorted _the 
president, “I know of no Diatch=war 
vessel. I am not contemplating tak- 
ing refuge anywhere. I shall not leave 
my country. There will be no need to 
do anything of the kind.” 

The list of casualties now coming 
through indicates that there was se- 
vere fizhtin{|gbefore.the 13th Yeoman- 
ry surrendered at Lindley. Already 
the names of 19 men killed and 23 
wounded have been issued. The killed 
include Sir John Elliott, Cecil Hower, 
Bart, and among the wounded is the 
parl of Longford.

TELEGRAPHIC. 

Ottawa, June 8th: In the House of 
Commons yesterday Sir Wilfrid Laur- 
ier moved the adoption of an address 
of congratulation to Her Most Graci- 
ous Majesty, the Queen. on the ex- 
pected early close of the war in South 
Alfrica. The address was a short one 
but was full of loyal sentimert and 
assured Her Majesty of the unswever- 
ing ‘devotion of her Canadian subjects. 
The premier’s remarks in speaking of 
the motion were both happy and timely 
and he was frequently interrupted by 
bursts of applause from both sides of 
the House. He referred feelingly to 
the sorrow which the war had caused 
in the breast of the Sovereign ,and 
tassing on, paid a very: high compli- 
ment to Lord Roberts and his colonial 
and Imperial troops. The end was now 
near and he prayed that Her Majesty's 
long and glorious reign would no more 
be disturbed by war. Sir Charles Turp- 
per in seconding the motion vied with 
the premier with expressions of loyal- 
ty and congratulations to Her Majes- 
ty. Mr. Bourassa spoke in a discord-

by the premier and Mr. Charlton, and 
sat down midst hisses and cries of 
“shame.”

SALISBURY ON THE WAR. 


Lord Salisbury, who was entertained 
at dinner recently. by the city of Lon- 
don conservative association, made an 
important announcement regarding 
the government’s South African policy. 
i“The ‘Stop-the-War’ party have 
used my name,” said the premier, “in 
support of their ideas by stating that 
{ promised there should be no annex- 
ation of territory, nor annexation of 
gold fields. I never gave that pledge. 
{ never meant to give a pledge. (Loud 
cheers.) I stated a simple historical 
fact. We were accused of going to 
war for lust of gold and territory. It 
was one of those atrocious calumnies 
which, under the favoring influence of 
Dr. Leyds, spread itself over the 
press of Europe. { Nothing could be 
more untrue. We went to war to 
stop oppression of the Queen’s sub 
jects in the Transvaal, and because 
cur remonstrances were met by an in- 
sulting ultimatum, to which, if the 
Queen’s government had submitted, 
her not only in South Africa, 
but over her colonies and dependen- 
cies, would have been at an end. We 
were forced into the war by the ac- 
tion four opponents.

“To say that because we repudiated 
the greed of territory we therefore 
bound ourselves never to annex any 
territory, is a most ridiculous miscon- 
struction.

It is not for us to ecritivise their ac- 
tions in what they are pleased to call 
self-defence, but' they have acted so 
that every bitterness created by the 
war and every severance of classes 
and races have been stimulated by 
every measure they have taken, 
and so they go on. It will also be 
cur duty to protect those native races 
whe'have been so sorely afflicted, and 
att the same time to conduct their pol- 
icy that, so far as possible, there shall 
be a reconciliation, and that every 
one shall be a happy member of the 
British empire.”

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A JOKE ON THE WEST. 
Ottawa, May 30, 1900. 
Sir Henry Joly is not generally con- 
sidered the funny man of the ministry, 
but on Wednesday he was a party to 
playing ons of the greatest jokes on 


the western country that has yet been 
recorded. The humor was perticularly 
fine and no doubt will be appreciated 
by tke subjects of Sir Henry's jocular 
tCfort;. The aceasion was the pass- 
age of the bill to regulate the grain 
trade in the west. For three years 
the demand for unrestricted handling 
of grain as a means of relievirg the 
farmers from the elevator monopoly: 
has been before parliament and for the 
third time the demand has been refus- 
ed. On other occasions the refusal was 
less formsal and there always remain+ 
ed the hope of a future satisfactory 
rjijustment. On the present occasion, 
however, the refusal is definite, and 
as far as the stand taken by the House 
and the government is concerned is 
epparentiy final. 

The begianing of the difficulty was 
an arrangement entered into between 
the C.P.R. and the owners of elevators’ 
whereby the railway company agrees 
to refuse to accept grain for shipment 
at any point at which an elevator of 
certain size is erscted except it be put 
through that elevator. Asan elevator 
represents a large investment of cap- 
ital it is easy to see that suchan ar- 
rangement naturaliy throws the grain 
trade into the hands of those who have 
Iarge capital to invest, and as these 
are comparatively. few in number the 
dpportunity for combination among 
them is excellent. It is within the 
knowledge of everyon2 interested in 
grain in the weet that the opportun- 
ities existing have not been neglected; 
in other words that the western grain 
trade is in the hands of a combine} 
consisting of the elevator owners, 
whith is established and bolstered up 
by the above mentioned regulation 
of the C. P. R. The demand of the 
people has been that this arbitrary 
regulation, being contrary to law as 
to the public interest, should be abol- 
ished, and that anyone who desired to 
Duy. grain ait any point should be al- 
ldwed to do sc whether he chose to 
andle it through an elevator or thro- 
ugh a flat warehouse. The combine 
very naturally objected strongly to 
this privilege of handling grain thro 
ugh flat warehouses, being allowed. 
To do this would allow any man who 
haid, say, one or two thousand dollars 
ernpital to enter the grain business fn 
competition and would of course make 
it-impossible for the elevator men to 
keep up the combine and, make the 
profits which are now being made. 
That there should be any question 
albout the right of any man to golinto 
the grain ‘business seems unreasonalle 
in this country, and that svch a prohi- 
‘ition shouid be allowed to continue 
one moment longer than it was known 
to exist seems impossible; still more 
impossible thajt when the facts were 
known and the question of free trade 
in grain came before parliament that 
the prohibition which had been illeg- 
ally established by the C. P. R. should 
be maide legal by an act of parliament. 

The funny part of the affpir was 
that while the farmers of the west 
considered thait they were the suffer- 
ers and were being robbed by reason 
of the prohibition of free buying and 
selling of grain, the minister’ of inland 
revenue, the premier and the leader 
of the opposition, in their arguments 
gaddressed to parliament declared that 
the farmers were, in making their de- 
mands, taking the part of socialists or 
robbers amd altitempting to confiscate 
the property of the C. P. R. The sit- 
uation was rendered all the more 
tiumorous ‘by the minister of inland 
revenue using! the report of the grain 
foammission of last year as a ground 
far refusing the right of free buying 
and selling ef grain,x—when the com- 
mission in every line of its report and 

the evidence taken by the commission 
in every part, emphasized above every* 
thing else the demand of the west for 
free trade in grain. The report of the 
commission could! not have been more 
definite than it was that upon this 
right the whole question turned, Sup 
flementary to the report, however, 
the commissioners had, made certain 
suggestions as to the regulations of 
the trade and one of these suggestions 
was seized upon by the minister of in- 
land revenue as sufficient ground to 
nullify the whole tenor of the main re- 
port and; contradict every atom of ‘the 
evidence that came before the commis+ 
sion, a style of argument aot worthy 
of the petty-foggery of a police ceurt, 
to\say nothing of the House of parlia- 
ment. No one will be more surprised 
than the members of the grain com- 
mission to find that their report is 


very. thing that they most strongly

af grain through flat warehouses was 
laid upon the commission, on account 


to have their produce handled so as to 
(rive them the best results. As the 
matter stands at present farmers are 
allowed to erect.at a station or siding 
one warehouse of three thousand bush- 
els capacity for the purpose of handl- 
ing and storing grain therein, but the 
right to buy and sell grain through 
such a warehouse is absolutely pro- 
hibited. This of course cuts out the 
independent buyer, the man whose 
presence on the market was the one 
and only, thing to regulate the com- 
bine; and relieves that benevolent in- 
stitution from the nightmaré which 
his prospective entry into the market 
seemed always to cause the combine 


and its friends. The first intention of 


the bill wajs that only one such storage 
‘war¢house should be allowed at any 
station or siding, but in committee of 
the wholea few days ago it was agreed 
that the number of such storehouses 
might be increased. This did not suit 
that benevolent institution, the OC. P. 
R., and their friends of the combine, 
and while they could not very well 
object to its reasonableness, they suc- 
ceeded in destroying its effect by an 
ramendment which Sir Henry intro 
duced at the third seading of the bill, 
requiring the builder of such a ware- 
house to pay for the land upon which 
it stands and for the cost of any; siding 
or spur which may. be constructed to 
it. As the whole usefulness of a flat 
warehouse is based upon cheapness of 
wonstruction; when the cost of a con+ 
siderable piece of track is added to it 
the investment of cafpital is so increas- 
ed thait the erection of additional ware- 
houses is prevented. If it were clear 
that oply| tracks should be built when 
tracks were necessary it would not be 
so bad, but under the reading of the 
clause it is not by any means clear that 
the company cannot compe! the. build- 
ing of tracks for warehouses whether 
it is necessary or not. This proposition 
, of the railway company was so objec- 
| tionable to the western members that 
; the house was divided upon it and 
j every western member present voted 
| @gainst it ; but of course it was carried 
by a large majority on both sides of 
the House; he leader of the opposi- 
tion (going much cut of his way to en 
dorse the leader of the government in 
the effort to please their mutual 
friends of the C. P. R.. 


Taking the expressed findings of the 
commission from the evidence as to the 
working of the elevator monopoly: it 
may be fairly calculated that the Joss 
to the farmers of the west last year 
on a crop of 26,000,000 bushels of wheat 
at 2c a bushel, would be over half a 
million of dollars, Sir Henri and the 
premier could not see any. confiscation 
in that: But when it came to protect- 
ing the farmers from his robbery by 
compelling the C. P. R, to allow accom: 
modaltion for flat warehouses on. its 
right of way, that was confiscation and 
‘socialism; although it did not take 
from the railway company a cents 
wocth of their property, and only com- 
pelled them to allow it to be used: for 
the purpose for which they were al- 
lowed to acquire it. The farmers of 
the west through the graiz commis- 
sion and their parliamentary repre- 
sentaitives, asked for competition in 
grain buying, and such regulation as 
might be possible. The bill gives them 
fegulation—of value which can only’ be 
known by experiment,—in the place of 
competition. Something as far ret 
moved from meeting the necessity of 
the case or the wish of the people as 
daylight is from dark;. A condition of 
afairs which only existed by regula- 
tion of the C. P. R. now exists byt par- 
limmentary enactment with almost the 
whole force of both government and 
ovposition behind it. This willingness 

} to da dirty work for the C. P. R. and to 
: throw down the interests of the people 
on the part of both parties, is not’ a 
hopeful sign. It may be mentioned 
that although all responsibility for'the 
clause prohibiting independent buying 


a” a fparagraph not in their findings at 
alj, but in their recommendations, the 
evidence heard by the commission upon 
which their report was based was not 
printed or available to parliament at 
the time the bill Was put through? The 
intention from the start was clear]; 
to make the commissior an excuse for 
the denial of their right to the pro- 
ducers of the west, and lame, though 
the excuse was, in a House committed 
on both sides to the service of the{C. 
P. R., it was enough.

AN HISTORICAL GALICIAN. 

Matthew Gash is a Galician of Beav- 
xr Creek—a typical Gelician, Yet 
iach is a ‘man with a history. He, as 
1n Austrian soldier, was in Mexico in 
i865 with Archduke Maximilian, the 
aafortunate brother of the emperor of 
\ustria, “who hastened across ihe 
ceean, in, hope to found a Mexican em- 
pire, in reality to find a premature 
grave.” The story of the invasion of 
Mexico -is modern history with which 


sveryone is familier. It will. be re- 
membered that England, Spain and 
France entered into a convention by 


way of forcing a fulfiliment of obliga- 
tions contracted by the Mexican re- 
wublic in their favor, and sent a joint 
‘spedition of war to enforce a settie- 
tnent france, not content with a 
mere settlement of the claim, aspired 
to the founding of a French depend- 
‘ney in Mexico. On discovering this 
England and Spain withdrew from the 
convention. France, not daring open- 
ly to establish a French monarchy un- 
der a ¥renchman, invited Maximilian 
of Austria, to accept the crown of the 
new monarchy in Mexico. This he at- 
tempted, but the attempt was not! a 
success; the American government ob-

archy on the American continent, and 
the emperor of France was reluctantly 
compelled to withdraw his troops,leav- 
ing Maximilian, with the few men 
whom he was successful in raising, to 
defend the country and himself as best 
he couid. Maximilian’s reign was 
‘brief. His troops were defeated by 
the army of Jamrez, the former presi- 
dent, and himself taken 
executed as a criminal. 

Gatch, the Galician, was one of Maxi- 
milian’s body guard of 206 Austrians. 
He was in Mexico two years and six 
Yaomths. During this time he was on 
the reserves and did not ses much 
fighting. He is now 57 years of age.

This does not mean that the same pro- 
portionaite lengih of time will be tak- 
en in patting through the nine-tenths 
as has been taken in putting through 
the one-tenth. If such were the case 
parliament would be in session the 
whole year tound and would ve losing 

ground from year to year. It does 
mean, however, that while one-tenth 
has been put through with a painful 
lack of interest on the part ‘ot the 
members owing to slack discipline and 
other side causes, the nine-tenths will 
necessarily be rushed through with- 
out the possibiiity of proper attention 
being given to it, for members will 
not stay much longer than five months 
for any cause. This system of con- 
ducting parliamentary business is 
certainly not ideal, but the blame for 
it is somewhat difficult to properly 
gipportion, On behalf of the ordinary 
private member it may be said that it 
is not his fault in any degree. Mem- 
bers of parliament are generally ac- 
cused of talking a great deal for noth- 
ing. This applies to some members 
but not by, any means to the majority 
The large majority of the members 
rarely address the House, and if they 
do it is seldom more than once during 
the session. If business is delayed by 
talk that is the werk of a few on both 
sides who arrogate to themselves the 
of speaking for everyone on 
every subject. It does not matter, that 
ihey are not listened to—they get used 
to that, and whether they are fond of 
the sound of their own voices or are 
merely avxious to occupy pages in 
Hansard, the resuit is the same. But 

long speeches have net been so prom- 
inent a feature of this as of former ses- 
sions. The fuilure to transact  bus- 
inesss has rather been by reason of 
short sighted arrangements than by 

time actually taken up in fruitless 
talk. Gpne great source of difficulty 
is that the leaders on both sides of the 
House either reside permanently in 
Ottawa or are in such a position that 
their parliamentary duties do not in- 
terfere with tbeir private vocations. 
To such men it is a matter of indiffer- 
ence whether the session lasts three 
months or six, in fact the longer it 

lasts the longer the period of their im- 
portance in the public eye. The ordin- 

ary man of business who has onlyiac- 

cepted the position of member for the 

time being andi as a public duty, who 
is aDxious to do his duty and to see bus- 

iness pushed forward and transacted 

in the shortest possible time, is practi- 

cally tied and gagged. He 
push matters ahead nor can he _at- 
tend to bis own business and that o* 
the country jn parliament. One or 
the other must be at a loss. This ap- 
plies to fully four-fifths of the mem- 
ship of the House; but the members

sential of political success and a sy- 
stem of parliamentary management 
which absolutely wipes out any pos- 
sible enthusiasm in the large major- 
ity of the members would seem to be 
anything but a policy of success, Of 
course where both parties are alike it 
is as good for one as it is for the qth 
er, but it is very bad: for the individ- 
ual and for the country no matter 


which party is at the head of affairs.

CORPORAL SCHELLIN SOUTH AFRICA. 

Mrs. J. J. Schell, of Stony Plain, has 
received a letter from her husband 
with the Mounted Rifles. The letter 
was from Springfontein on March 
22nd. Mr. Schell has been promoted 
to corporal.

“I am well an@ have been enjoying 
good health. We have marched about 
200 miles from Van Wicks to Carnar- 
von, where we stepped about two days, 
then we started across country for De 
Aar, through Vosburg and Britstown. 
At Britstown the Imperial Yeomanry 
and a few others got into action a few 
weeks before, but managed to drive 
the enemy out. We have not had the 
privilege of meeting any opposing 
force on the road. Our party have nct 
exchanged shots as yet with any o 
the enemy. We stopped at De Aar for 
about three days. There were a lot 
of troops stationed there besides stores 
for the enemy. There had been quite 
a fight there in the early part of the 
war. In fact every little town along 
the main line had been fortified and at 
present there are troops stationed al! 
along the road. We left De Aar on the 
evening of the 19th at 6 o'clock for 
Springfontein. We are just 80 miles 
from Bloemfontein. Nearly every 
bridge along the way Jad been blown 
up by the Boers.. There were’ gaugs 
of men working at them when we pass- 
ed as they had not quite finished them. 
You could see the wreckage lying 
around all. over. The largest bridge 
over the Orange river, at Norval’ 
Pont, which is the boundary: of ‘the 
Orange Free Stajte, had been complet- 
ely wrecked.

DROUTH IN MANITOBA 

Of the multiplixity of afflictions 
which this year seems to be visited on 
the Manitoba farmer, the Commercia] 
says: “The drouth has not yet been 
relieved over a considerable portion o° 
Mantecba. Some local showers have 
been reported, end on Thursday 2 
good rain prevailed over a large seo- 
tion of southwestern Manitobayreat- 
ly improving the crop condition in 
the districts visited. - Dainage has 
certainly been done by the high 
winds,~ which have been unusually 
frequent this sea¥on. Many believe 
that the zrain crops have not been 
permanently injured by the drouth 
yet, and that the crops would fully 
recover should goed rains come sown. 
At best the hay crops will be light 
and upland hay prosspects are very 


poor. The provincial government: has 
taken the grasshopper visitation in 
hand with considerable success, in 


the sections affected by this pest. 


PROHIBITION IN MANITOBA. 

Hpyzh J. Macdonal’s prohibition bi.1 
antroduced under the name of “The 
Liquor Bill,” and which after June 
lst next isto give total prohibition to 
the proviare of Manitoba, is now’ be+ 
fore the provincia] jegislature/ Premier 
Mardonald- explained that the desire 
had been to place on the statute books 
the very best prohibitory law possible 
amd to give a measure to the utmost 
limit of their powers. The act, which 
will come into force on June 1, 1901, 
makes provision for the entire closing 
of all places where liquor is sold, both 
by bulk or by the glags, with the ex- 
ception of the drug stores, which are 
permitted to sell under very stringent 
regulations, chiefly under the orders 
@\ a physician and for illness only. Any 
person caught infringing the act will 
be subject to a fine of not less than 
$200 and not more than $1,000 for the 
first offence, and imprisonment of not 
less than three months with hard lab- 
ot, without the option of a fine, fo- 
the second breach. The wholesalers 
and manufacturers will not be mater- 
ially affected, as: they are protected by 
the Dominion laws of trade and com- 
merce, but. so far as this province is 
concerned they will not derive one cent 
of revenne except from the liquor al- 
lowed to drug stores under the act. 
They are prohibited from making sales 
of any kind in the province except in 
the instance stated, but will still have 
the power to import or to manufacture 
for the trade outside the province, 
They will, however, be prohibited froin 
giving free drinks or dispensing ligs 
uor by the bottle or flask to their 
‘friends. Another feature of the act 
will ‘be that no-man can import liquor 
by bottle, flask, cask or any ciher way 
for his own private use. 

For the enforcement of these reg- 
ulations provision is made by 
way of giving inspectors full powers 
of search, etc., and ample rewards for 
fonvictions. The promoters of the 
measure claim that the intention is 
to show that a full prohibitory law 
can be enforced, despite the arguments 
of their opponents to the contrary.

WAR SUMMARY. 

As. prophesied in Monday’s issue 
there was no reason to doubt the truth 
of the first report received, announc- 
ing the evacuation of Pretoria. Lord 
Roberts’ despatch, received on Wed- 
nesday announces that he entered Pre- 
toria, after some “heavy fighting.” 
Particulars of the engagement and 
the number of casualties are only now 
commencing to arrive. In fulfillment 
of his promise to his guards, made at 
Bloen:foatein, Lord Roberts marched 
into the enemy’s capital at their head. 
His first act was to direct the release 

of the British prisoners confined at 
Waterval, 10 miles north of Pretoria. 
The Irish contingent of the Imperial 
Yeomanry, numbering between 400 
and 500, were attacked by the enemy 
ih force near Lindley on the ist June, 
and forced to surrender. Gen. Meth- 
uen, who was ordered to their assist- 
ance arrived too late,though he made 
a magnificent march of 44 miles in 
25 hours. The Royal Canadian regi- 
ment which was at the time of going 
on active service over 1,000 strong has 
now an effective strength of only 4506 
of all rauks. Gen. Baden-Powell has 
Joined Gen. Hunter at Lichtenburg.

sentative of the associated press 
learns that Lord Salisbury will con- 
sider him: to be president of the 
South African Republic until Lord 
Roberts is ready to annex that terri- 
tory. Hence, wherever President 
Kruger may be, even if he goes into 
Portuguese territory, and any com- 
rounications ~ which he might 
make to the British or other govern- 
ments looking to a cessation of /hhog- 
tilities, would receive official recogni- 
tion and be answered, though it is 
sefe to say Lord Salisbury would 


‘merely refer President Kruger to 


Lord Roberts. Some suth message 
from “Oom Paul” is now expected at 
the foreign office. ;If the indicated 
line of procedure in answering it is 
carried out, it can result in nothing 
unless President Kruger is willing to 
assist Lord Roberts in persuading 
the people to lay down their arms. 
On one thing the British government 
is determined, i. e., President Kruger 
cannot stay in the Transvaal.'In the 
event of his capture he must be trans- 
ported, not necessarily in durance ; 
but, he must be got out of the terri- 
tory, which Lord Salisbury expects 
will shortly be part of the British 
empire. \ Every effort will be made 
to capture President Kruger, but the 
government officials are inclined to 
believe he will manage to get intoi 
Portuguese territory where the Brit- 
ish will be unable te touch him. 
Occupation of Johannesburg. - 

A despatch from Lord Roberts de- 
ecribes as follows the occupation of 
Johannesburg: The occupation of 
Johannesburg passed off quite satis- 
faxctorily, thanks to the excellent art 
Tangements made by Dr. Krause; the 
Transvaal commandant here, and or- 
der prevailed throughout the town. 
Dr. Krause met me on my entrance to 
Johannesburg and rode by my side ‘to 
the government office where he intro- 
duced me to the heads of the several 
departments,all of whom acceded to my 
requests that they would continue to 
carry on their respective duties until 
they could be relieved of them. Joh- 
amnesburg is very empty, but a good 
many of the pecple had assembled in 
the main square by the time the Brit- 
ish flag was being hoisted. A royal 
salute was fired and three cheers for 
the Queen were given. At the end of 
the ceremony the eleventh and seventh 
divisions marched past with the naval 
brigade, the heavy artillery and two 
brigade divisions of the Royal Field 
Artillery. Gen. Hamilton’s column 
and the cavalry division and the 
Mounted Infantry were too far away 
to take part in the ceremony. ! The 
troops looked very workmanlike and 
evidently took a keen interest in the 
proceedings. The fourteenth and the 


Naval brigade have been left at Johan- 
nesburg to preserve order, while the 
Femainder of the force is encamped 
north of the town on the Pretoria road. 
The Fight at Six Mile Spruit. 

Particulars of an engagement at 
Six Mile Spruit, have been received by 
the war office in a despatch from Lord 
Roberts, aft the Spruit: We started 
this morning tke 5th, at daybreak and 
marched about ten miles to Six Mile 
Spruit, both banks of which were oc- 
cupied by the enemy. Henry’s and 
Ross’ Meunted Infantry, with the 
West Somerset, Dorset, Bedford and 
Sussex companies of Yeomanry quick- 
ly dislodged them from the south 
bank and pursued them nearly all day, 
when they found themselves under a 
heavy fire from guns which the Boers 
had placed in a well-concealed com- 
manding position. Our heavy guns of 
the naval and royal artillery which 
had purposely been placed in the front 
of the column, were hurried to the as- 
sistance of the mounted infantry as 
fast as the mules could travel over 
the great rolling hills surrounding 
Pretoria. The guns were supported by 
Stevenson’s brigade of Pole-Carew’s. 
After a few rounds they drove the 
enemy from the position. The Boers 
then aitempted to turn our left flank, 
in which they were again frustrated 
by the mounted infantry and Yeom- 
anry, supported by Maxwell’s brigade 
of Tucker’s. As, however, they still 
kept pressing our left rear, I sent word 
to Ian Hamilton, who was in advance 
three miles to our left, to incline to- 
wards us and fill up the gap between 
the two columns. This checked the 
enemy, who were driven back towards 
‘Pretoria. I hoped we would have been 
able to follow them up but the days 
are now very short and after two 
hours’ marching and fighting we had 
to bivauac.’ :
